However, it is appropriate at this time to call attention to changes in our 
estimated budget for 1973. 


Due to changes in the wage and hour laws we are faced with an increase 
in the cost of the Librarian. Also a definite increase in fuel costs, due to 
two reasons: As everyone knows the cost of oil has taken an increase and 
also the fact that we were presented by the school with about 250 gallons 
of oil. 


Also, we have reached the point of no return in regard to repairs. We have 
made no appreciable repairs on the Library for a number of years, now we 
face the absolute necessity of repairs to the roof as well as the need of extra 
shelves to accommodate our increased number of books. 


The Trustees would like to see the Historical Room serve a dual purpose. 
We would like to use this as a reference room for anyone wishing to come: 
in there and study by the addition of wall shelving for reference books, 
leaving trophy cases as they are.

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REPORT of the FOREST FIRE WARDEN and DISTRICT CHIEF 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative State-town program. 
The Town Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the Director, Division of Re- 
sources Development upon recommendation of the Selectmen and the State’s 
District Forest Fire Chief is responsible for fire suppression and other related 
duties. The State shares equally with the town in the cost of most forest fires, 
except illegal and careless fires, which are charged to the responsible party. 
The State further provides fire detection services, prevention programs, fire 
training for town wardens and crews, and back up equipment for fire suppres- 
sion. 


By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls all out- 
side burning in his town except backyard cooking fires. Any person wishing 
to kindle a fire when the ground is not covered with snow must obtain a fire 
permit, free of cost, from the Town Forest Fire Warden. No permits will be 
issued for fires between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. unless it is raining, except 
for commercial purposes. 


Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an extremely useful 


tool when under control but once allowed to run wild it can become a one 
trous and devastating force. Only you can prevent a forest fire.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


A total of twelve (12) subdivision requests were acted on by the Board 
during the past year. All but one were for single lot subdivisions and all 
were approved. The remaining request was for the seven (7) lot Stisi sub- 
division behind the Allen Rogers Corp. mill. Because of the number of lots 
involved and the proximity to the center of town it was decided to hold an 
open hearing. The well attended hearing was held in September with the 
developers explaining their plans and answering questions from the floor. 
The only point of disagreement between the Planning Board and the dev- 
elopers concerned specifications for the construction of roads. The devel- 
opers did not wish to construct their road according to the requirements 
of the Subdivision Regulations. This difficulty was resolved by the inclusion 
of a provision in each deed to the effect that the Town would not accept 
the road as a town road until it had been brought up to the specifications 
of the Regulations. In this particular case it is believed that Subdivision 
Regulations have proved their worth. 


The impact of growth is evident throughout New Hampshire and it is 
evident that Wentworth will also grow. The course that growth will take 
is of concern to the Planning Board and every resident of the town. The 
Planning Board is charged with plotting the course of growth. First, how- 
ever, a goal must be decided upon. We must decide what characteristics 
of the town we wish to retain and which potential characteristics we wish 
to encourage and which we wish to discourage. With an expressed goal of 
the kind of town we want, your Planning Board can recommend programs 
and ordinances that will help achieve that goal. 


To that end, it would be greatly appreciated if residents of the Town 
would make known to the Planning Board their ideas concerning the 
future of Wentworth. Only by planning now can we ensure a future 
Wentworth we will be happy and proud to call home

At the Pemi-Baker Home Health Agency a staff of trained specialists is 
ready to serve any local resident for whom a doctor has advised home care. 
Two full-time nurses, an occupational therapist, a part-time physio-therapist 
and another part-time nurse are available. They will see people of all ages 
for post-natal, post-operative, geriatric care or any other condition requiring 
skilled attention. 


Last year the nurses made 95 visits in Wentworth. 

To maintain the Agency, each town in the Pemiand Baker valleys is asked 
to appropriate the sum of 85¢ per person for each town resident as of the 
U.S. 1970 census. (The average request from agencies over the State is $1.25 


per person.) Accordingly, Wentworth’s share is $320.

School health examination requirements of all pupils, teachers, cooks 
and bus drivers were changed within the past year to improve health 
standards. 


More first aid supplies were made available in all schools and a well 
equipped first aid kit furnished for use in athletics.

I wish to thank the students, parents and others, especially the Plymouth 
Lions Club, for their help and cooperation during the year that has made 
the health program a success.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


I respectfully submit my first annual report as Principal of Wentworth 
Elementary School. 


Since I was not present for the initial months of the school session, I 
feel that my assuming the responsibilities as principal in November pro- 
duced somewhat of an extra burden on the school. However, | would like 
to take this opportunity to thank the community, school board, faculty and 
the students for their help in making this transition a smooth and a successful 
one. 


As of January 23rd the school enrollment totaled sixty-five. A grade-by- 
grade breakdown is as follows: first grade — eight students; second grade — 
six students; third grade — five students; fourth grade — nine students; fifth 
grade — fourteen students (our largest class);sixth grade — five students; 
seventh grade — seven students: and the eighth grade has eleven students. 


Leading these students in their academic endeavors is a faculty that I feel 
is very competent, devoted and cooperative. Our first grade teacher, Mrs. 
Jensen, is completing her second year as a teacher at Wentworth. Her exper- 
ience in the school has proven to be an invaluable asset. We have a new teacher 
in the third and fourth grades -- Miss Lorenson. Her enthusiasm and fine teach- 
ing abilities have certainly contributed to the academic atmosphere at Went- 
worth. Another new addition to our staff is Mr. Wanzelak. Mr. Wanzelak 
teaches science and language arts to grades five through eight. His work with 
the ESS science program and a fine reading program has greatly motivated 
the students. 


Academically, the students, as a result of long hours of planning and hard 
work, have experienced a variety of innovations in their daily routines. One 
such example is the number of field trips the students have enjoyed this year. 
Some ot the field trips that have been offered include a trip to the Planetar- 
ium at Plymouth State’s science facility; a trip to the college field house, a 
nature trip to Atwell’s Hill and Ruggles Mine; and some of the students have 
enjoyed cooking lessons at Mrs. Jensen’s home. We hope to be able to con- 
tinue our trips. Plans are currently being made fora trip to the Squam Lakes 
Science Center and a local newspaper office. 


The audio-visual equipment that the faculty has at its disposal has served 
to add a new dimension to the classroom. The students have viewed a variety 
of filmstrips in their science, English, and Social Science classes. We have 
been fortunate in that we have also been able to obtain several fine 16 mm. 
films that coincide with classroom material. Another useful piece of equip- 
ment that the students find beneficial is the overhead projector. 
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One area of our curriculum which has expanded is our Physical Edu- 
cation Program. Now, both boys and girls in grades five through eight, 
participate in a physical education program which meets twice a week. 
Mr. Wanzelak and Miss Lorenson have introduced a variety of activities 
for the students. The girls’ activities include units on softball, gymnastics, 
modern dance and volleyball. Some of the activities the boys are subject 
to include soccer, basketball, speedball, volleyball, badminton, track, 
football, and softball. 


In concluding this report, I would like to say that the people of 
Wentworth should be proud of the fine school to which their children 
are lucky enough to attend.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your superintendent of 
schools. 


The school year began with a number of changes in school personnel. 
Mrs. Luhtala resigned for personal reasons; Mrs. Farrington left to continue 
her education, and Mr. St. Germain resigned to go into business. 


The teacher supply being what it is we were able to find excellent staff 
replacements. Miss Lorenson replaced Mrs. Luhtala, Mr. Wanzelak replaced 
Mrs. Farrington and Mr. Allen was employed as teacher-principal. Since 
school started Mr. Allen resigned and Mr. McCormack is now the teaching- 
principal. 


The new school is being enjoyed by everyone. It allows the teachers to do 
things with their students that were impossible before. It provides an oppor- 
tunity for athletic programs, where the school is very active. and it also pro- 
vides a community gathering place that was sorely needed. People who have 
come to see the school are amazed at how much building the school district 
received for its dollar. 


The education your children are presently receiving is very good. The ESS 
Science program instituted this year has provided a new approach to the teach- 
ing of science in the elementary school. Rather than the sometimes dry text- 
book method it is a method of see and do that facilitates the learning process. 
Other areas of concentration including reading and mathematics have shown 
improvement over past years. The testing program now used gives an excellent 
indication of school and pupil progress and the results have been very encour- 


aging. 


Once again this year Mrs. Belyea is working with pupils who need a little 
extra help. She is, as always, doing a fine job. I do not know for sure 
whether most voters know that this program comes under federal funds 
received through P.L. 89-10 Title I ESEA and is funded without local 
school taxation. 


Our Hot Lunch program is a good one. At time participation this year 
has not been as good as in the past. This may be due to any number of factors 
but all the federal standards and guidelines are being met and from the lunches 
and food preparation which has been observed a fine meal for the price is 
being served. 
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There is still some work to be done with driveways and athletic fields 
around the school. The school warrant will have an article requesting 
permission by the school board to sell the site of the old schoolhouse 
and use the funds received from the sale to improve the school. Your 
support of this venture will be appreciated. 


In closing the district should keep in mind that the time may come 
when Warren might be interested in combining with Wentworth to have 
one elementary school. There would be a great deal of benefit to be gained 
by both districts in such a move, and if the question does arise, I would 
recommend a study committee look into the matter.
